Manley Explains 
Ballot Proposition 
On Civil Service 
























The complete statement is 


as follows: 

A favorable vote for Propo- 
sition A insures that the elect- 
ed representatives of the peo- 
ple are responsible for per- 
sonnel management of the 
County. Proposition A corrects 
two serious defects in Civil 
Service Ordinance 580. The 
first is concerned with the 
rule-making power and_ the 
second with the Bureau of Ef- 
ficiency. 

Under Ordinance 580, “The 
Commission shall prescribe, 
amend and enforce rules 
which shall have the force and 
effect of law...’’ There is not 
even a requirement for a pub- 
lic hearing. 

Under Proposition A, “After 
public notice and hearing, the 
Board of Supervisors shall 
adopt personnel rules to im- 
plement a merit-career Sys- 
tem in County employment. 
The rules shall have the force 
and effect of law...” The 
Commission shall review pro- 
posed rules and has an ad- 
visory function. In additian, 
the Commission may recom- 
mend personnel rules or regu- 
lations. 

Under Proposition A, per- 
sonnel rules may, therefore 
be proposed by either the 
Board of Supervisors or the 
Civil Service Commission 
Oniy the Board, however, may 
adopt the rules which have 
the force of law, and then only 
after public notice and hear- 
ing.
